Several Perfons of D'ttinétion, and a vatt many pri- 
vate Genlemen, &c. have joined the Prince’s Aimy 
fince our lait. 

A Gentleinan, Citizen of London, arrived yeiterday 
in the Prince’s Camp, and oftcred himfelf a Volunteer. 

There was no Scrinon yefterday in any Church of this 
City, though the Bells invited People thither as ufually, 
ou.y Meflt. Macvicar and Pitcairn preachedin the Welt- 
kirk Parith, and prayed for King George. 

About 20 of the Centinels, who were taken Prifoners 
at Gladfinuir and enlifted with the Prince, received the 
Bounty-moncy, Pay, and {worn Fidel ty, deferted lait 
Saturday, and got Proteétion in the Cattle; to prevent 
the like Practices, all the Soldiers who remain Prifon- 
ers are fent to Logicrate in Athole; and their Officers 
are appointed to go to Perth, there toremain Prifoners at 
large tll further Orders. “They fet out for Perth yetter- 
day ; only Captain Tatton, and the Lieutenants Carrick 
and Fergufion did not anfwer their Parole, and are faid 
to have gone up to the Caltle. If fo, affuredly the Gen- 
tlemen who are in the Caftle know not the Circumitan- 
ces, for thefe Officers had engaged not to corre/pomd with 
any, tar lefs to exter ‘nto one. 

Yefterday the Guard on Duty at the Weigh-houfe, 
received Orders not to let any Perfon pats or repafs to 
ar trom the Cattle. This Strictnets occationed General 
Guilt to write to the Lord Provott of this City, That he 
would find himtilf obliged, if the Communication be- 
tween the City and Garrifon of the Caftle was not again 
opened, to diflodge with Cannon from the Caitle the fe- 
veral Highland Centinels and Guards potted at the Refer- 
voir, and other Houfes on the Caltieh Il, &c. Hereapon 
the Citizens met, and Metiiges were fent inorder to get 
Things made as eafy as pofliole ; whereby the Peace of 
this City has been fecured fur this latt Night. Butalas! 
know not how long it will be fo. . For, 

This Morning a Deputation of fix Gentlemen was fent 
from this City, who waited on the Prince, and commu- 
yicated.to h's Royal Highnefs General Guilt’s Letter. 

_His Royal Highnefs delivered to the Deputies the fol- 
lowing Antw.r: 
- GENTLEMEN, 
I ain equally furprifed and concerned at the Barbarity 
of the Orders, that have beew fignified ro you from 
the Cattle, and which thofe who command in't fy they 
have received from the Ele@or of Hanover, at the fame 





If he lcokt upon you as his Subjeéts, he would never 
exaét trom you what he knows it is not in your Power 
to do. And fhould we, out of Compaffion to you, 
comply w th this extravagant Demand of his, he m‘ght 
as well fummou us to quit the Town, and abandou 
thofe Advantages which Providence has granted us, 
by crowning the Valour of our Troops with fuch 
fignal Succets. I fhall be heartily forry for any Mit 
chief that may bcfal the City, and thall make it my pe- 
culiar Care to indemnify you in the moft ample Man- 
ner. In the mean Time, I thall make full Reprizals 
upon the Eftates of thofe who are now in the Cattle, 
and even upon all who are known to be open Abct- 
tors of the German Government, if I am forced to it 
by the Continuance of fuch Inhumanities.

P. S. We now learn that the Generals, and Dep»ty- 
Governor of the Caftle have been fo kind as to promife 
that no Hoftilities tha'i be committed againit the City of 
Edinburgh for fix Days enfuing, fo as the City may in 
the mean Timereceive the Retarn of an Expref$ feuit to 
London, imploring a Mitigation of the above Order, 
This gives untpeakable Jovy to the innocent Citizens, wha 
were overwhelmed with Terrors of a Bombardment. 

Weare advif-d that General Cope had fent down from 
Berwick an atteited Copy of an Order he had received 
from London for bringing the above Diftrefs upon this 
City, not thinking proper to tranfinit hither the Original ; 
and that General Guift on Receipt thereof was abfolute- 
ly ticd down to intimate his Orders. 

One Riddle a Stabler, Dealer in Horfes has alfo been 
imprifoned, who, w:th other loofe Fellows, went about 
giving Protections to fome People, and levying Contri- 
butions off others, though none of theft Fellows belong- 
ed at «ll tothe Army. . 

Ever fince the Caftle has been blocked up fomewhat 
ftriétly on the Side of this City, the Friends of the Gar- 
r:fon have the Night long conveyed up by Ropes to them 
whatever Necefisries they want, by the Corner of the 
Weit-port Side.
